It seems more than likely that the United Nations 
Fact-Finding Yommittee during their forthcoming vfeit 
to Palestine will ask for information regarding the size 
of the present garrison and our reasons for maintaining 
military forces on this scale.

My Secretary of State understands that the Committee 
have been subject in New York to propaganda to the effect 
that His Majesty's Government were not sincere in 
referring the Palestine problem for decision by the United 
Nations, since it is their intention, whatever happens, to 
retain their position in the country. To avoid any risk 
of appearing to confirm suspicions of this kind, 

Mr. Creé€ch Jones feels it to be most desirable that we 
should be prepared to give without hesitation the most 
complete replies which are permissible to the questions I 
have mentioned and he would be grateful if the Chiefs of 
Staff would consider the matter and advise on the terms of 
instructions on this point which might be conveyed to the 
High Commissioner and the General Office Commanding in 
Palestine. 7 


The United Nations Committee is expected to start its 
inquiries in Palestine about the 16th of June.
